Occupation Benefits Haiti 


Despite the bitterness which the 


long American occupation has provok- 
ed on both sides, there seems no doubt 
but that the United States and her 
Marines leave Haiti a better place 
than they found it. 


There is peace, there is political 


stability, there is bugctary balance and 
democratic government, where there 
was little but terror and confusion. 


The chapter which President Roose- 


velt is helping to write is an addition 
to a tale so fantastic than a romancer 
would by writing it, lay himself open 
to the charge of pipe-dreaminR. Dis- 
covered by Columbus, the island pass- 
ed from Spain to Frnnce, and then 
freed itse.'f by a brilliant revolt in 
which the negro leader, Toussaint L' 
Overture, beat a large force of Na- 
poleon's veteran troops. 


But Dessalines Chrlslophe Boyer, 


and a succession of negro generals, 
emperors and dictators, all failed to 
give Haiti in the long run anything 
better than bloody despotism and a 


!15iant fewement of revolutions for 


100 years. 


President is Slain 


By 1914 democratic government, of a 


sort had been established, but brok- 
en by poverty and continual revolu- 
tions, ther was only tumult. American, 
German. French and British Marines 
all landed in Port-au-Prince in that 
year tn protect life and property. 


In 1915 Vilbrun Guilliame Sam ac- 


hieved the presidency and was recog- 
nized, but revolution against him star- 
ted immediately. French and German 
interests demanded protection. Then 
Sam. 
after brutally executing 1GO rev- 


olutionists, was chased into the French 
legation and literally torn to pieces 
by a rnob. 


The Marines landed, grabbed the 


bear by the tail, and have been 19 
years letting it go. And the man who 
was assistant secretary of the navy 
during this period was Franklin D. 
Rccsevlt, who now goes to see the end 
of the chapter he helped to begin. 


U. S. Rule Assailed 


In 1920 came bitter charges against 


the administration of General John 
H. Russell, commanding several thous- 
and Marines in Haiti, to the effect that 
2500 Haitians had been indiscrimina- 
tely killed by Marines. 


A rising tide of criticism of the ven- 


tufe came from the 
liberals,

JBintained that the occupation was 
sfJSy continued to help bankers who 
•>iad lent money to Haiti collect their 
interst and principal, and that all ef- 
forts toward real home rule were be- 
ing hamstrung by the American mil- 
itary.

Land values are on the upturn for 


the first time since 1920, according to 
James M. Huston, vice-president and 
treasurer of the Federal Land Bank of 
£t. Louis, who reports that the av- 
erage price paid for farms sold by 
the Federal Land Bank in the first 
four months of this year was $7.50 per 
acre higher than for the correspond- 
ing period of 1933. 
"""The average farm sold for $3,100 this 
spring, an increase of ?800 over the 
corresponding period of last year, al- 
though the average acreage was iden- 
tical at 126 acres. These farms were 
located in Illinois, Missouri, and Ark- 
ansas, the territory served by the 
Federal Land Bank of St. Louis. 


Sales Exceed 1933 


A further indication of the return 


of land values is found in the fact 
that sales of Federal 
Land 
Bank 


farms amounting to $504,583 for the 
first four months of 1934 were ?55,000 
greater than the sales for the first 
third of 1933. 


Furthermore, the percentage of cash 


now being obtained with each sale 
is greater than in the past, Mr. Hus- 
ton reports. Of this year's sales 39 
per cent were obtained in cash with 
17 all cash sales amounting to $69,- 
725. 


"In the fall of 1933 and the spring 


of 1934, the demand for land shifted 
from city men who, unable to find 
work, were forced to seek a job and 
a home in tho country, to buyers with 
money to invest including; for the 
first time in several years, farmers 
needing additional land or land for 
members of their family," Mr. Hus- 
ton said. 


A Younger Generation 


"One nolicablc shift in the class of 


buyers is to the younger generation 
of farmers who instead of seeking in- 
dustrial employment in the city, are 
buying farms. To my knowledge, this 
practice has not been 
so 
general 


since 1918," he continued. 


"The well improved, well located 


80 to 1GO acre tract of good land is in 
most demand," Mr. Huston concluded. 


The terms of purchase offered by the 


Land Bank are one-fourth of the pur- 
chase price in cash and the remain- 
dor in the form of a 20-year loan at 
5'A per cent interest. These are reg- 
ular amortized loans calling for a 
small yearly payment on the princi- 
pal in addition to the interest but 
sufficient 
to retire tho loan in 20 


years. Full repayment privileges are 
permitted at any time without pen- 
alty.

Roosevelt Reassures Nation in Radio Address— 


Praises Patriotism of the Recent Congress 


WASHINGTON.—President Roosevelt Thursday night sought to assure 


the people that the New Deal is neither radical nor destructive of individual 
liberty or opportunity. 


Speaking from his 
White 
House 


study to listeners of America, the pres- 
ident pictured the new era of gov- 
ernment as one intended to give the 
citizens better livelihoods and great- 
er security against the ills of the fut- 
ure. 


"Let us make it, and keep it God's 


country," Mr. Roosevlt said. 


Throughout his talk the president 


directed subtile barks at his critics, 
dubbing them "prophets of calamity," 
"doubting Thomases," "plausible self- 
seekers," and "theoritical diehards." 


Dcfnds Brain Trust 


Indirectly and without using the term 
the president rose again to the defense 
of the Brain Trust. He referred to a 
new type of public servants drawn by 
his administration and called them 
men and women of ability and cour- 
age. 


Striking at the old system of poli- 


tical patronage, he said. "The days 
of the seeking of mere party advan- 


tage through the misuse of public 
power are drawing to a close." 


Striving for simplicity in the de- 


livery of his message, the president 
tcld of his plans for a sea vacation, 
said he thought it was a good thing 
for people to have a change of scene 
once a year and that for himself he 
didn't want to get into the position of 
"not being able to see the forest for 
the trees." 


Praises Congress 


He paid to the dparting Congress, 


which had given him peace-time pow- 
ers greater than were ever accorded 
to any other American president, the 
suprem compliment of havin display- 
ed greater freedom from "mere par- 
tisanship" than any peace-time con- 
bress since the adminisrtation of Pres- 
ident Washington himself.

furlough. 


Henley and the girl were said to 


have been friends. 


The governor quoted Reeves as say- 


ing the girl was slapped, her head 
plunged in a bucket of water and her 
feet scorched. 


Grady McCall, the governor's sec- 


retary, said the girl had visited the 
governor's 
office and that he had 


viewed the burns. 


Circuit Judge J. F. Koone accom- 


panied Reeves to Little Rock. 


Marshall J. H. Barnett was killed as 


he walked along the streets at Mar- 
shall recently. He was shot from am- 
bush. Leland Henley, given a fur~ 
lough Christmas for the murder of 
W W. Fendley, was walking along the 
street with Barnett when the officer 
was killed.

Brushing Tliis Wny Preserves Wnvos. 


There's n new school of thought on 


the subject of hnir brushing, nnd since 
it sponsors treatments that are prac- 
tically no trouble nt all and which 
don't ruin finger waves, it's likely to 
please the woman who has n limited 
amount of time lo devote lo beauty 
routines. 


The treatment requires u hnir brush, 


weighing no more than 11 larpc comb 
nnd containing fairly flexible bristle.*, 
of irregular lengths. Instead of dig- 
ging stiff bristles into the scalp, one 
merely touches it lightly, bringing up 
rirculiitum nnd removing dend skin 
nnd flukes of dnnruff. It is. generally 
npcnking, a method to keep scnlp clean 
.•ind hnir shiny in n painless, simple 
sort of way. If the brush is held cor- 
rectly nnd the wrist allowed to vi- 
brate with each stroke, a finger wave 
is not straightened cut. 


Hold the brush lightly in your hniul

yellow fever and bcubonic plague 
which once made Port-au-Princb a 
very hell hole.

ence with Gov. O. K. Allen and Sen. 
Huey P. Long. The call was issued by 
President John X. Wegemann of the 
Association of Commerce. 


"The future of the city and state 


depends upon a changi: in political 
conditions here," said Mr. Wegmann. 


Eldon S. Lazrus, chairman and Theo- 


dore M. Simmons, vice-chairman, both 
widely known business men, started 
the ball rolling at a meeting Thursday. 
Mr. Lazrus said: 


"I deplore the lack of civic leader- 


ship in New Orleans; we need a lead- 
ership that can arouse the people 
to a sense of their power and respon- 
sibility." 


Mr. Simmons gave 
the 
thought 


more concrete form. He declared that 
New Orleans is the victim of a feud 
between two political factions. He said 
some business enterprises already are 
thinking of leaving. Industries are 
prevented from coming here, he de- 
clared, because of political restric- 
tions. He urged the appointment of 
a committee to have a heart-to-heart 
talk with Senator Long. 


The Ford plant which 
employed' 


many men and shipped from its as- 
sembly plant here to European and 
Central and South American trade, 
was closed because of a disagreement 
with the Dock Board then and now, 
controlled by Senator Long.

Paul McNutt of 
Indiana made Thursday to 100 dele- 
gates to the central states' parole con- 
ference. 


"There is no doubt in my mind that 


John-Dillinger's life would have been 
entirely different had the administra- 
tion of justice in his case and in the 
case of his partner, Edward Single- 
ton, been comparable considering their 
previous records," continued Coy. 


He was referring to the fact that 


Dillinger was sentenced to 10 to 21 
years for assault and battery with 
intent to rob and also two to 14 years 
for conspiracy to commit a felony, 
the sentences running concurrently, 
while Singleton, who had a previous 
prison record, escaped with punish- 
ment of a two to 15 year sentence for 
the same crime. Singleton, in addi- 
tion to the lighter sentence, was pa- 
roled at the end of two years while 
Dillinger served six years longer be- 
fore he was eligible for parole. 


Coy denied that any "political pres- 


sure or pull" won Dillinger his pa* 
role. He pointed out that Judge J. A. 
Williams who sentenced Dilliriger is 
a Republican and was the chief plead* 
er for his parole before a board whieh 
consisted entirely of Democrats. "£to 
you think Williams could have had 
any 'inside' influence?"

A terrific 


blast which wrecked the Denn powder 
plant eight miles northeast of here 
Wednesday took at least 11 lives, in- 
cluding those of a woman and an 12- 
year-old boy. Five were injured ser- 
iously and were brought to hospitals 
here when eight tons of newly mixed 
dynamite exploded. 


Two explosions occured in tho mix- 


ing room cf the plant, the first set- 
ting off the dynamite mixed and ready 
for moulding into sticks.

BERLIN, Germany—(/P)—Arrest by 


German secret police of Edgar Jung, 
the publicist who assembled material 
for Vice Chancellor Franz von Pa- 
pen's Marburg speech, was revealed 
Wednesday night. 


Jung was arrested Tuesday at his 


apartment, where before accompany- 
ing secret agents, he requested to be 
allowed to go to the bathroom of his 
quarters and wrote "secret police" on 
the wall. 


Political circles believed that radi- 


cals of the Nazi party, stirred to ac- 
tion by the vice chancellor's state- 
ments of March 17, had seized one of 
his collaborators, not daring to touch 
von Papen. 


It was intimated at von Papen's of- 


fice, however, that Jung had carried 
his tongue rather loosely and prob- 
ably said something that offered se- 
cret police an excuse for nabbing him. 


Chancellor Hitler rebuked radical 


elements of the Nazi regime Wednes- 
day by rejecting a demand for disso- 
lution of the conservative Steel Hel- 
met War Veterans organization. 


Moreover, he ordered the Storm 


Troopers to cease their attacks, 'by 
word or deed, on the Steel Helmeters, 
whose leader, Franz Stedte, is minis- 
ter of labor. 


The action was considered an indica- 


tion that Hitler has thrown his lot 
with the conservative wing of the Nazi 
movement. 


Further indication was seen in the 


fact that he conferred with Vice Chan- 
cellor von Papon.

called upon to make since von Papen's
